Die Rose stand im Tau is the first of seven 
short canonic Ritornelle of Opus 65. It 
was written in 1847, the same year 
Schumann became the conductor of the 
Dresden Leidertafel (“male singing 
society”). This edition is based on the 
1886 publication of Schumann’s works 
arranged by Clara Schumann. The 
Ritornelle are dedicated to Reidrich 
Rtichert.
